Jsult from the bullet in Grantsville, 


and the life of an innocent man sacri- 
ficed, it was very natural that the af- 
fair aroused the iudignation of the 
people. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

Harry Mack was the name of the 
murdered man. He was shot by Rob. 
Burns, recently from Candelaria. 
Burns would probably have been 
lynched on the spot had it not been 


for the District Attorney of Nye, who 
addressed the excited crowd. An ex- 
amination before a Justice followed, 
and the prisoner was held to answer. 
As Grautsville was not considered 
safe for aim, he was taken to Belmont, 
where he now lies in jail, awaiting 
trial. 


The Oregon and Winremucca Rau 
road 


Some two weeks ago the Silver State 
copied an item from an Oregon paper 
relative to the proposed railroad from 
Brownsville, in that State, to Winne- 
mucea. A. J. Shepherd, Wells, Fargo 
& Co.’s agent there, wrote to the ex- 
press agent at Brownsville, Or., in- 
quiring if work was ne on 
the rumd, or if the rond was likely to 
be built. He has received an answer 
to his inquiries from O. P. Cashow, 
express agent at Browsville, who says 
that a Scotch,company is building a 
narrow gauge railroad from. Portland, 
via Brownsville and Springfield to 
Winnemucca, or some point in that 
vicinity, on the Central Pacific Rail- 
road. Brownsville is one hundred 
miles south of Portland. and Spring 
field is twenty-five miles south of 
Brownsville, and near the head of the 
Willamette Valley. From Spring- 
field the road will start across the 
Cascade Mountains, in the direction 
of Winnemucca. The round is to be 
completed to Brownsville by the first 
of November next. Next summer it 
will be fini-hed to Springfield, and 
perhaps further in that direction. The 
charter is fer a road from Portland or 
Astoria to Winnemucca. This is con- 
clusive evidence that a road is being 
built from Portland to Winnemucca, 
but it may be ycars before it is com- 
pleted. ?

How to Kill Frogs. 

A Reno restauranter, who has had 
much experience in prepiring frogs 
for the table, last night imparted to a 
reporter some interesting information 
these batrachiuns. He says that about 
the way to separate from its 
hind legs is to grasp the creature by 
the middle, and pull the bind legs off 
with a quick tug. This operation kills 
the frog by destroying the integrity of 
its spinal column. As the frog is very 
hard to dispatch by thumpiog over 
the head, the method above descrived 
is considered the most merciful way 
of inducing the creature to yield up 
iis legs for the pan. 

Another way of killing the frog ap- 
pears to take less consideration of its 
susceptibilities. First you oatch your 
trog. Then you balance a * stick 
over a log. You put your frog on 
one end of the balanced stick and 
strike the other end a powerful blow 
with another stick, The frog is sent 
flying high into the air. It goes up 
with its mouth open and gradually be- 
comes inflated as it gains elevation. 
At an uncertain height the frog bursts 
with a loud report, and the fragments 
drip around you. You pick up the 
hind legs and go your way.
